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New government figures released 
yesterday show the progress made by 
secondary school pupils in Epsom and 
Ewell. 

This “Progress 8” score reflects the 
difference between the results SATs 
taken in year nine and results from GC- 
SEs and other key stage four qualifica¬ 
tions. 

It takes into account up to eight quali¬ 
fications, with greater weight placed on 
English and maths results because of 
their importance. 

The top-scoring school in the area 
was Nonsuch High School for Girls 
which achieved 1.15 

Scores of 0.5 and above reflect well 
above average progress, roughly in the 
top 12 per cent; above zero but below 0.5 
is above average, in the top 30 per cent; 
around zero is average, in the top 70 per 
cent. 

Schools with a score under zero 
might still have shown improvements; 
it just shows they made less progress 
than most other schools in the country.

Epsom and Ewell Council is seeking 
the advice from residents on how the 
borough should be developed over the 
next 15 years. 

They have updated their Local Plan 
and have stressed the importance of 
building new homes. 

Four options have been designed by 
the council who say that there is space 
for 3,000 new houses. 

The Government has said 579 new 
homes are needed per year but Epsom 
and Ewell Council say they don’t have 
sufficient land to build that many in 
the next 15 years. 

Their 2007 Local Plan is no longer 
up to date because of changes to the 
national planning policy. 

Option One - ‘Urban Intensifica¬ 
tion’ 


The first option aims to urbanise 
Epsom and Ewell to build tall build¬ 
ings of at least six storeys high. 

Places of work would be sacrificed 
for housing with industrial estates be¬ 
ing redeveloped and office spaces be¬ 
ing converted to flats. 

Garden sizes and parking standards 
would need to be reduced to create the 
room for extra housing. 

The council believes Option One 
would result in the continued devel¬ 
opment of the urban area and the 
governments housing requirements 
would be met. 

However, it warned that few build¬ 
ings are suitable for tall flat blocks, 
urban areas would lose green space 
and homes may be “contrived and sub¬ 
standard”. 

Option Two - ‘Release some Green 
Belt land for new homes’ 

This plan would mean a review of 
Epsom and Ewell’s Green Belt to find 
areas for suitable homes. 

The council says this would protect 


the character of the urban area and 
green spaces. 

Epsom Common and Horton Park 
Nature Reserve would be protected. 
There would also be space for services 
like new schools to support the homes. 

The “very high” cost of delivering 
the houses and the loss of some Green 
Belt are two concerns outlined by the 
council for Option Two. 

Option Three - ‘Significant Green 
Belt release to meet all our housing 
need and more’ 

This proposal would “extensively 
amend” the Green Belt land to meet 
the “large majority” of the new homes 
needed. 

The advantages are similar to Op¬ 
tion Two with the limitations being 
the “significant loss” of Green Belt 
land which could mean the boundary 
no longer serving its purpose. 

Costing would be “likely too expen¬ 
sive to build,” according to the coun¬ 
cil who added the character to Ep¬ 


som and Ewell could be irreversibly 
changed. 

Option Four - ‘Finding the balance’ 

Building on previously developed 
sites over the next five years would 
continue, increase building heights 
on accessible locations and protect¬ 
ing employment land, parks and play 
pitches would be ensured in Option 
Four. 

A review of the Green Belt to find 
areas for housing would be recom¬ 
mended. The council say the impor¬ 
tant parts of the Green Belt would be 
protected. 

Similar to Options Two and Three 
the urban character would be un¬ 
harmed, schools and affordable homes 
could be delivered. 

The council added that not all hous¬ 
ing needs would be met through this 
option.

awyer gets fined

An Epsom lawyer has been fined 
after he failed to fully disclose 
that he was in a relationship with 
a woman he was representing in 
a divorce case. 

Richard Harbord, of East 
Street’s Harbord & Co, enjoyed 
trips to Paris and Barcelona with 
the woman and spent Christmas 
with the her while representing 
her. 

The woman had won an order 
for her husband to fund her legal 
costs - around £200,000 annually - 
because she was not a wage earn¬ 
er. It was claimed this ‘essentially 
meant the court had ordered [the 
husband] to fund his wife’s new 
partner’s legal practice’. 

The judge, who made the order 


on February 18 2015, said that he 
might have made a different deci¬ 
sion had he known about the re¬ 
lationship. 

A Solicitors Disciplinary Tri¬ 
bunal held in August ordered Mr 
Harbord to pay £8,500. 

Mr Harbord was described as 
a ‘private and reserved man’ who 
found describing the intimate as¬ 
pects of his relationship ‘acutely 
embarrassing’. 

Although the tribunal found 
that Mr Harbord ‘did not act with 
integrity’ it was sympathetic due 
to the fact he had consulted the 
Solicitors Regulation Authority 
ethics advice line on two occa¬ 
sions. 

When he had first phoned the 
ethics advice line in January, the 
relationship at this point was 
said to involve ‘friendly kissing 
but no more’. 

The tribunal described the ad¬ 
vice Mr Harbord was given by 


the helpline as ‘opaque’, adding 
that if he’d ‘received clear and 
unequivocal advice this would 
have been of some assistance’. 

The progression to a sexual 
relationship was said to have 
occurred ‘no later than March 
2015’, which would have been 
after the court ordered the wom¬ 
an’s husband to pay her legal 
fees. 

In tribunal’s ruling, it said: 
“Mr Harbord did not act with in¬ 
tegrity; he obtained a significant 
financial advantage to himself 
by keeping information secret.” 

However, it also said his per¬ 
sonal feelings of embarrassment 
played a part in leading him to 
‘bury his head in the sand’ and 
described him as a ‘truthful wit¬ 
ness’. 

It said: “The relationship was 
significant, it would continue for 
the foreseeable future. It was not 
a relationship of convenience’. 


Anger at cracked windscreen 


A Ewell mother is fighting the council’s 
claim it is not liable for her teenage son’s 
cracked windscreen. 

Gill Phillips, of West Mead, said a 
lawn strimmer operated by a council 
groundsman flung a stone at the car, 
which was parked in a private drive. 

Although the family didn’t see the in¬ 
cident happen, their neighbours said the 
worker took photographs of the dam¬ 
aged car before walking away. 

Gill said: “Why should he pay? He 
wasn’t even in the car.” 

Ben said: “I was really upset that 


someone had damaged my car and never 
had the courtesy to tell me they had done 
it.” 

A spokeswoman for Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council said: “We were sorry to 
learn of the damage to Ms Philips’ son’s 
car. This matter is being dealt with by 
the council’s insurance providers. 

“They have undertaken a full review 
of the case and made a decision based on 
the evidence available. 

“A full written explanation has been 
sent to Ms Philips outlining the council’s 
defence, supported by legal precedent.”

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The National Maritime Museum (NMM) is currently 
hosting a major exhibition, developed by the Canadian 
Museum of History (CMH) in partnership with the NMM 
and Parks Canada, and in collaboration with the Govern¬ 
ment of Nunavut and the Inuit Heritage Trust, exploring 
the mysterious fate of Sir John Franklin and his crew 
on their final expedition - a mystery that still remains 
unsolved today. 

With over 200 objects on display from the superlative 
collections of the NMM and the CMH, alongside finds 
from HMS Erebus - whose resting place was only discov¬ 
ered in 2014 - on show for the very first time in Europe, 
the exhibition promises to advance our understanding of 
the expedition, to reveal the Victorian fascination with the 
Arctic, and to begin to answer questions about what may 
have happened to those men on their fateful journey to 
the Arctic all those years ago. 

Setting sail from the Thames on May19,1845, Sir John 
Franklin and his crew, aboard HMS Erebus and Terror, 
were the British nation's biggest hope of finally travers¬ 
ing the whole of the North-West Passage — the much 
desired passage from Europe to Asia thought to enable 
an easier trade route. A hope that Britain believed with 
near certainty was about to be realised by the largest 
expedition the nation had ever sent to the Arctic region, 
under the leadership of the already well-decorated and 
well-travelled, 59-year-old Franklin. 

However, July 1845 in Baffin Bay was to 
be the last time Europeans saw Franklin 
and his 128-man crew, as HMS Er¬ 
ebus and Terror sailed toward their 
goal of finally charting the remain¬ 
der of the North-West Passage. 

Two years passed and still nothing 
had been heard from the men, 
prompting the first of a series of 
expeditions to be sent into the Arc¬ 
tic in an attempt to find them and 
the reasons why they had not been 
in touch with their loved ones back 
home. Between 1847 and 1880, over 
thirty search expeditions ventured to the 
Arctic in the hopes of uncovering the fate of 
the Franklin expedition. 

Urged by Lady Jane Franklin, Parliament, and even the 
British press as public concern grew, the Admiralty dis¬ 
patched expeditions both overland and by sea. By 1850 
there were still no clues to the fate of the crew and the 
British Government, after much criticism, offered sub¬ 
stantial rewards of £20,000 to any parties who could 
provide news of the expedition or assist its crew. Over 


the course of the next thirty 
years, news and relics, such as 
tin cans, snow goggles and cut¬ 
lery — examples of which can be 
seen in Death in the Ice — filtered 
back to Britain that spoke of what 
had happened: the deaths of the entire 
crew through a combination of factors in¬ 
cluding scurvy and starvation, and speculation 
of cannibalism and potential madness brought on by 
lead poisoning. It was not until 1859 that the sole piece 
of paper, often known as the Victory Point Note (and on 
display as part of the exhibition), was found and revealed 
anything about what happened, including the date of Sir 
John Franklin's death - 11th June, 1847. However, Erebus, 
Terror, and the bodies of Franklin and most of his crew 


(three bodies were found buried on Beechey Island and 
two skeletons which were returned to Britain during the 
19th-century) were still nowhere to be found. 

It was over 100 years after the last search expedition 
returned home that investigation into the fate of the 
Franklin expedition garnered public attention, when fo¬ 
rensic anthropologist, Dr Owen Beattie began the 1845- 
48 Franklin Expedition Forensic Anthropology Project 
(FEFAP). Relics and human remains, overlooked by earlier 
searchers, were collected in 1981 by Beattie's team from 
sites on King William Island. 

The human remains were analysed using modern fo¬ 
rensic techniques in an attempt to ascertain what might 
have caused the death of the crew and to identify which 
crew members' remains had been found. 

Through Beattie's research it was found that the 


amount of lead in the bones of some of the men that had 
been found was exponentially high, leading to the theory 
that lead poisoning may have been one of the factors 
contributing to the Expedition's demise. 

Beattie's research renewed interest in the mysterious 
fate of Franklin and his crew, but the question of what 
happened to HMS Erebus and Terror remained unan¬ 
swered. That was until 2014, when the wreck of HMS 
Erebus was discovered by Parks Canada. 

The exhibition will emphasise the significant role of 
Inuit in uncovering the fate of the Franklin expedition, 
showcasing Inuit oral histories relating to the European 
exploration of the Arctic Archipelago.

THE DEATH OF STALIN (15): Glasgow-born writer- 
director Armando lannucci continues to make hay from 
the grubby business of politics in The Death Of Stalin. 

His ghoulish black comedy deftly melds historical fact 
and bile-drenched fiction as over-inflated male egos col¬ 
lide head-on following the inglorious demise of the Soviet 
Union's tyrannical General Secretary. A vast arsenal of 
one-liners is delivered at a delirious and frenetic pace 
by a well-drilled ensemble cast. Wisely, no-one attempts 
a cod-Soviet accent, which could be an unnecessary dis¬ 
traction from the high-tempo verbal ping pong. Tragedy 
and delirium march side by side, blood flowing freely as 
the pursuit of self-promotion descends into farce and one 
bewildered politician despairs: "I've had nightmares that 
make more sense than this!" lannucci's beautiful night¬ 
mare is a dizzying dance macabre to savour. 

MY LITTLE PONY: THE MOVIE (U): Jayson Thies- 
sen's simplistic animated musical fantasy follows plucky 
Princess Twilight Sparkle (voiced by Tara Strong) as she 
attempts to save the kingdom of Equestria from the dia¬ 
bolical Storm King (LievSchreiber). Judged against other 
animated features which have cantered across the big 
screen in recent months, this hoof-tapping ode to friend¬ 
ship and self-sacrifice isn't quite thoroughbred material. 
A script credited to three writers is saddled with greetings 
cards platitudes - "Friendship didn't fail me. I failed friend¬ 
ship!" - that mean nothing but somehow nourish the 
film's underlying message of steadfast unity in the face 
of adversity. Songs are relentlessly upbeat but instantly 
forgettable, relying on snappy lyrical wordplay like "We 
got this/You got this/We got this together!" 

Parents will certainly be in this with their excitable tykes. 
EARTH: ONE AMAZING DAY (U): It's entirely fitting 
that Richard Dale, Peter Webber and Fan Lixin's nature 
documentary should be a visually sumptuous exercise 
in recycling. The six hour-long episodes of the BBC se¬ 
ries Planet Earth II, which was broadcast in winter 2016, 
have been reedited with previously unseen footage into a 
feature-length celebration of our "small blue planet with 
a rocky moon travelling around a star". The soothing nar¬ 
ration of Sir David Attenborough has been replaced by 
the silky tones of Robert Redford, working from a script 


penned by Frank Cottrell Boyce (Goodbye Christopher 
Robin) that is heavy on the hyperbole. "As far as we 
know, one day spent here is the most amazing thing in 
the universe," coos Redford as almost 40 photographers 
capture startling images of the most remote locations on 
the globe. It's a ravishing spectacle but some sequences 
will be achingly familiar to viewers of the TV show, most 
notably dramatic footage from the Galapagos Islands of 
a young marine iguana emerging from hot sand and at¬ 
tempting to outrun dozens of deadly racer snakes. 
Rating: Three stars 

THE SNOWMAN (15): Based on the seventh book in Jo 
Nesbo's best-selling series, The Snowman is a ham-fist¬ 
ed detective yarn with ice rather than blood in its veins, 
which cannot muster a single flurry of tension over the 
course of two glacial hours that feel closer to three. A 
mild case of frostbite might be favourable to shivering 
with boredom through director Tomas Alfredson's anae¬ 
mic hunt for a diabolical serial killer, who strikes during 
the first winter snowfall. Dramatic momentum is frozen 
solid from the chilly opening frames and Michael Pass- 
bender's lifeless lead performance as a grizzled detective 
battling alcoholism fails to thaw our sympathy. Frenetic 
editing renders one pivotal fight sequence incomprehen¬ 
sible and with each clearly telegraphed twist, Alfredson 
is incapable of shifting out of first gear. Unthinkably, he's 
built an abominable Snowman. 

THE RITUAL (15): The Hangover downs shots with Deliv¬ 
erance and The Blair Witch Project, and blood flows more 
readily than booze in David Bruckner's horror thriller. 
Laced with Nordic mythology and laddish banter, The 
Ritual is a grim tale of four hapless 30-something pals 
(Rafe Spall, Robert James-Collier, Arsher Ali and Sam 
Troughton), who get lost in a Scandinavian forest and 
come face to face with a malevolent force that drives 
them to the brink of despair. You won't need a map and 
compass to navigate each twist in Joe Barton's script, 
adapted from the novel by Adam Nevill, or discern the or¬ 
der in which thinly-sketched characters are most likely to 
perish. The Ritual resists the temptation for cheap, jump- 
out-ofyour-seat scares to focus on a sustained build-up 
of tension. 


Bruckner's approach works, tickling our discomfort until 
the underwritten characters' fears are realised in a cli¬ 
mactic bloodbath augmented with digital effects. 

THE LEGO NINJAGO MOVIE (U): The spirit of recon¬ 
struction runs deep in The LEGO Ninjago Movie, the third 
computer-animated adventure in the rapidly-expanding 
franchise. Charlie Bean, Paul Fisher and Bob Logan's film 
lazily bolts together themes from The LEGO Movie and 
The LEGO Batman Movie to explore a strained father-son 
dynamic against a backdrop of martial arts mayhem. 
The riotous, barnstorming comedy of the first two films 
has been heavily diluted and a live-action framing device 
featuring Hong Kong superstar Jackie Chan as the own¬ 
er of a mystical shop feels like an obvious stylistic conceit. 
Polished one-liners are disappointingly thin on the brick- 
plated ground and vocal performances fail to elevate the 
material above the parapet of mediocrity. 

A linear quest for a mysterious artefact called The Ulti¬ 
mate, Ultimate Weapon provides a flimsy hook for the 
toybox tomfoolery, and should hold the attention of very 


young audiences who are already familiar with the lucra¬ 
tive Ninjago brand. 

BLADE RUNNER 2049 (15): Director Denis Ville- 
neuve's eagerly awaited sequel honours the past and 
respectfully expands the nihilistic universe imagined by 
Philip K Dick in his novel Do Androids Dream Of Electric 
Sheep? In Blade Runner 2049, androids dream of wood¬ 
en horses and possessing the one thing that cannot be 
coded into their meticulously crafted bodies: a soul. Mo¬ 
tifs from Ridley Scott's 1982 film reverberate tantalisingly 
throughout this pristine follow-up, deftly stitching togeth¬ 
er two timelines without completely excluding audiences 
who are blissfully ignorant of the original. Familiarity un¬ 
doubtedly enriches the experience but also sows seeds of 
nostalgia-tinged disappointment. For all its bravura pro¬ 
duction design and flawless special effects, Blade Runner 
2049 doesn't smack gobs with its invention, apart from a 
sensual three-way sex scene that gently tickles our g-spot. 
Like the automata that enrich human lives, Villeneuve's 
film is one small yet significant iteration shy of perfection.

Pack in plenty of time - don’t leave packing 
until the last minute because it can take a lot 
longer than you think. 

Label all your boxes so you know what’s 
inside to make it easier when unpacking at 
your new home.

BACKGROUND: When did SUVs 
become so bland? It’s probablyjust a case 
ofthat which was once alternative and fresh 
gradually, overtime, getting subsumed by 
the mainstream. These days, there’s really 
notthat much to choose between a BMW 
X3, an Audi Q5, aVolvo XC60 and a whole 
host of otherwannabes ifyou have around 
£40,000 burning a hole in your pocket. The 
only problem is, these days everyone seems 
to have one. They’ve become suburban 
vanilla, a kind of lazy middleclass shorthand 
for a car, the automotive equivalent of an 
Abel and Cole organic veg box, ifyou like. 
Ifyou want something a bit different there 
really arentthat many credible contenders. 
Jaguar’s F-PACE shows promise but ifyou 
really want to have your neighbours dropping 
their marmalade in slack-jawed stupefaction 
in the morning, the Lexus NX 300 is your 
weapon of choice. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: 

The NX 300 is offered only in ritzy F-Sport 
trim. The engine underthe bonnet is afairly 
conventional 2.0-litre petrol turbo installation. 
Some markets get the choice offront or 
all-wheel drive, but as this vehicle is being 
positioned as a sporty rangetopper, we get 
the all-wheel drive car only. It’s got afair bit 
of shove at 235PS between 4,800 and 
5,600rpm, while peaktorque is 350Nm, 
deliveredfrom 1,650to4,000rpm. It’s 
mated to a six-speed automatic transmission 
that has been specially tuned for the NX 
Thus equipped, 62mph comes and goes 
in a crisp 7.1 seconds and Lexus reckons it’ll 
keep goingto 124mph. The transmission 
isn't quite on par with the eight and nine- 
speed boxes that are becoming the class 
standard, but otherthan that, there can’t be

too many complaints aboutthe powertrain. 
Select Sport mode from the Drive Mode 
Select unit and the car holds onto geara 
bit longer. 

DESIGN: The Lexus NX 300 doesnt 
do shrinking violet. The F Sport exterior 
treatment includes a massive spindle grille 
with a mesh pattern featuring the Lexus 
F-motif, plus a deeper bumper with a metallic- 
coated lower section. The door mirrors 
have a black finish and the F Sport 18-inch, 

10-spoke alloys have atwotone black and 
machined silverfinish. The alloys are shod in 
beefy 225/60R18 tyres. 

These days there’s no mistaking a Lexus for 
anything else and this NX remains distinctive 
and stylish, especially in this revised form. 

The signature spindle grille has a smarter 
lookthat aligns it more closely with the 
brand’s RX luxury SUV and the upper part 
ofthe front bumper has been reshaped so 
that it blends more fluidly into the bonnet. 

The headlamps have been revised too to 
accommodate a new Adaptive High-beam 
system, plus there are now sequential turn 
indicators, front and rear. There’s a more 
stylised bumper at the backtoo, and restyled 
tail lamp clusters with L-shaped lenses. 

Inside, the key change is an increase in size 
forthe central multi-media display. Inthe case 
ofthe Lexus Premium Navigation system, 
thescreen has grown from seven to 10.3 
inches, while forthe Lexus Display Audio set¬ 
up, the increase is from seven to eight inches. 



Other changes include a larger central 
analogue clock, a revised climate control 
panel and an improved touchpad forthe 
infotainment monitor. As before, the interior 
also owes little to the premium German 
brands in its design ethos. Lexus aimed to 


combine the purpose of a high-performance 
vehicle with the materials quality of a luxury 
vehicle. The centrepiece ofthe dash is a 
curvaceous H-shaped metal frame that’s 
aworld awayfrom a typical lyslabfranted 
SUVfascia panel. Details like drilled pedals 


and quilted leather seats differentiate the 
cabin from the usual suburban SUV norm. 
Practicality certainly hasnt been overlooked 
though and the NX offers decent headroom, 
a generousfront-to-rear hip point distance 
and the longest luggage area load 


length in its class. 

MARKET: The F Sporttheme continues 
inside, the cabin getting bodyhugging sports 
seats which are electrically adjustable and 
also feature heaters and lumbar support. The 
standard# leather upholstery is available in 
two colours: black or, exclusive to F Sport 
models, Dark Rose. Both are combined with 
carbon-effecttrim inlays. The specification 
also includes perforated, non-slip aluminium 
sports pedals and driver’sfoot brace, plus the 
F-Sport steering wheel is trimmed in grippy 
perforated leather. 

Standard equipment includes a reversing 
camera, pusb-button start, an electrically 
adjustable steering column and power, 
autofolding door mirrors. The rear seats 
divide and fold 60:40 and loading is made 
easier with a power-operated tailgate. 

The eight-speaker audio system comes 
with a DAB digital radio, Bluetooth, CD/ 
DVD player and a Remote Dial control, 
with information presented on the centrally 
positioned, full colour Lexus Media Display. 
Safety kit comprises Lexus’s millimetre- 
wave radar-controlled Pre-Crash Safety 
system and Adaptive Cruise Control, plus 
Vehicle Dynamics Integrated Management 
(coordinating ABS, EBD, brake assist, 
traction control and vehicle stability control 
operation) and eight airbags. In recent Euro 
NCAP crash testing, the NX proved the best¬ 
performing model in its class and secured 
the highestfive-star rating. The asking price 
forthat little lot? Afairly reasonable figure of 
just under £40,000.
